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%)• l\« COMMENTS . • • • UFO studies by official agencies have long been 

very controversial.A few weeks ago I dug deep in 
to this problem in writing a series (due Summer) 
for The Unexplained .lt provided me with the ideal 
opportunity to place the matter in perspective. 

I suppose we are all guilty of making presumptions about certain aspects of 
the enigma in order to suit our theories.Whilst I have never been guilty to 
the point of completely ignoring this question I have often stated my convict¬ 
ion that it is both improbable that UFOs are spacecraft and that world govern¬ 
ments are hiding such a fantastic truth. Certainly I could never honestly state 
that no cases offer provocative hints that UFOs might, on occasion, be actual 
craft.But we must go by the totality of evidence...which would appear to be 
against the idea that nuts and bolts alien vehicles are making intrusions with¬ 
in our environment (which, I might add, is a very different thing from alien 
intrusions, per se). 

However, all this said, my writing of The Unexplained series has to a point 
caused me to reassess my attitude.For it is undeniable that there have been a 
ntmber of rather interesting developments in recent years. 

Let us briefly look at the position in this country. Since 1978 I have under¬ 
taken a running debate with the Ministry of Defence (MOD) department which 
handles UFO sittings (alongside,we are told,low flying aircraft). They have 
continually advised me that their only brief is to investigate reports for their 
defence implications, that they have never found any, and that (quote) they 
"certainly have no evidence that alien spacecraft have landed on this planet." 

Tet their data^-net for gathering reports is so good that in 1981, for example, 
they collected five times as many oases as BUFORA, Britain's premier amateur 
society investigating on a national scale. 

I have proposed to the MOD that it would be in their interests to open the 
files to scientific scrutiny and re-educate the public to send cases to a science 
institute rather than defence establishments.In this way all suspicion of a cover 
up would be removed.Recently I have been backed by Bill Chalker's breakthrough 
in Australia,where during 1982 he obtained access to their Air Force files and ^as 
allowed to reflect their content within the UFO literature.Bill has endorsed my 
calls to our own MOD. 

Possibly influenoed by this Australian action the MOD have finally relented. 
Whilst this news is not secret no media attention has been given to it (a wholly 
good thing) and I have not mentioned this openly before, although I have known 
about it for several months, because I did not wish to upset the balance and 
oanse a reversal of this welcome decision.Silly media stories might have done 
that and I would advise you all now not to make a public issue out of this news. 
As of January 20 1983 I have been given a public statement on the matter (see P. 
16 ) and informed that the files might well be in the open already but for the 
intervention of the Falklands war.The MOD are presently deciding the best means 
by which to make their voluminous data available and have promissed to let me 
know as soon as a deoision is taken.I will speedily bring this to your attention. 

Personally I find the MOD position quite reasonable.But I am well aware that 
others (who claim to know, but do not justify such claims) insist that a very 
high-level cover-up occurs.The MOD department, on this basis, may be a front 
which knows no more about the matter than we do.Lady Falkender,who has written 
a foreword to Timothy Good's current book about George Adamski,says there is 
more she knows she cannot tell.Tim himself has hinted to me at knowledge he will 
not openly divulge,Lord Clanoarty and other members of his all-party House of 
Lords UFO Study Group are insistant that there is a secret agreement between 
nations which has held back knowledge gained about UFOs.Most prominent amongst 
their members im Lord Hill-Norton, former Admiral of the Fleet.He told me why he 
believes in a cover-up but allegedly does not know of it first-hand (one might 
then ask; if he doesn't who does?) 

It is difficult for any fair person just to dismiss all this support.And I 
have certainly had personal experience on several occasions where British wit¬ 
nesses have revealed military jet chases and radar trackings and spoke of the

subsequent investigation oowred by the Official Seorets Act.They are very 
consist ant .And are we to suppose that of these cases all were rejected as poss¬ 
essing no interest? And^even if they were>why the continued monitor? 

Tet Britain is one of the least evidential places to look for a oovei^-up! 

What are we to make of J«Bigar Hoover's FHI memo demanding access to "all crashed 
discs" beoause the Army had grabbed the last one! And that is one of the less 
sensitive documents that have been relmied in the USA through the Freedom of 
Information Act .Hundreds of others are held back, even by the US tapreme Court 
(who themselves oould not be cleared to see then!) because of their security 
implications.And why, simoe the US oeased official interest in UFOs im 1969# have 
reports on most intriguing cases beam circulated regularly to a list that includes 
the White House and the Pamta^rml He meed some answers te these questions. 

Im Frsmce during 1974 the Minister of Defence told the puhiie that if they 
oould see the data coning in through the Gendarmerie they would he very disturbed! 
France them set up,OS’AN, the world's only full-time government funded UFO teem. 

In 1979»Dr Pierre Guerin, one of its leaders published a lengthy article in F3R 
prowl aiming that in 'our view' (OS’AN?) UFOs were the product of an alien tech¬ 
nology so advanoed it was inoonprehensi hie .That, sure enough, there were no NTs 
or spaceships .The aliens lived here. Indeed they ran planet earth! The world 
governments knew this, he said, hut had no idea what to do about it.Guerin has not 
been heard from sinoe and Dr limine Bsterle took over.He has made virtually me 
public comment and during 1982 Frenoh ufologists made kno*n their anger at the 
sudden olaaning up of the te v.Did Guerin say too much? (See Again P.16), then I 
told Frenoh ufologists what Bsterle said to one British ufologist (idio teld me 
imaediately,with Esterle still present but saying mo more) they did not believe 
it. Esterle sand simply that the work of Off AN was proving the alien origin ef UFCfei 

The fact is that any honest review of all the facts (of which these are Jmst 
a few) is bound to leave one highly suspicious.I can only ponder whether my effort 
to defuse public interest in an alien hypothesis has not played into smaeho4y*a 
hsmds.Qoite imdepemdant of oowr-qp allegations m>rk for my last two books (to 
appear later this year) haa moved me towards a greater acceptability ef tbm 
style alien hypothesis.I m still running away from it some^iat sceptieally.M I 
am not sure if I really should maintain my defensive barriers. 

We must view the British files with total dispassion.Haking our minds up before 
hand would be foolish.And, of course,there may be a wholly rational answer te 
the problems we face. And if you think you know what it means write and let me know 
so we can all share it. However, I can certainly say that I am now more willing 
to he open minded on this question. And that, for me, is quite a step to take!

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THE NIC PRIZE : 


The NIC is the National Investigations Committee, which is operated by BUFORA. 
Its voting constituents are the Regional Investigations Coordinators (RICs) in the 
BUFORA network, but all investigative members of BUFORA are welcomed at its meet¬ 
ings to take an active part in the administrative discussions and follow-up plans 
for the current most interesting high-strangeness cases. 

Through the RICs,this committee (which oversees the administration of the new 
Code of Practice.. .all Accredited Investigators of the NIC having to sign to it) 
involves many of the active local groups in Britain.But it is our hope that the 
NIC become the focal point for mutual cooperation of all independant local groups. 
Everyone of you is invited to participate and send represent it ives and contribute 
in whatever way you wish.No strings are attatched, unless you want to follow the 
procedures which the NIC itself will adopt (and each independant group by attendiig 
will be able to help mould these policies). The aim of the NIC is to bring the 
NUFON style spirit of cooperation,and mutual working-together,onto a more formal 
basis in terms of national investigation. You do not need to be affiliated with 
BUFORA to participate. If your group wishes to involve itself with the NIC please 
write to myself (Jenny Randles). 

The BUFORA council, at ray recommendation, have decided to adopt an NIC prize, 3 
from 1983 . This prize will not be a vast sum of money, but will be ufologically 
valuable and unique.lt will also accompany the deserved recognition awarded to the 
anmiHl victor. This prize will be awarded by the NIC, en-bloc, who will decide 
upon the winner at the end of each year. It will be for the best case investigati® 
of 1983. This will not mean the best case, or the highest-strangeness event.lt may 
be no more than a LITS. It will be for the best completed report , which conveys 
the work done and illustrates investigational comptenence of the highest order.lt 
will, if you like, be a sort of British 'Investigator of the Year* award. Natural^ 
the decision can only be taken on cases submitted t<> the NIC (although not 
necessarily from a BUFORA member) for inclusion in the BUFORA archives (see p.3) 

BUFORA has also agreed that,starting with the first opportunity in early 1984, 
one issue of one of its publications will be devoted to publishing the 'best of' 
work for 1983.That is a detailed summary of the winning investigation, taking pri* 
of place,plus the runners-up and other acclaimed offerings, as decided by the NIC. 

I hope that you agree with me that this new move (for which I have agreed to 
donate the prize for 1983 , but for which any other offers would certainly be 
appreciated in addition) will assist the efforts to improve the quality of UFO 
investigation in Britain which BUFORA, the NIC, and other groups are making.

BIBLIBGRAPHY: EXOBIOLOGY Sc UFOLOGY Published by the Australian Centre for

A massive 115 pp printed dosier,which lists books and articles on the two topics 
named. Two-thirds of the data deal with exobiology but about 1200 of the listed 
references refer to UFOs.Full information is given and there are both name and 
title indexes .Unquestionably a vast ammount of work has gone into its production 
and it is listed under major headings (eg UFOs & Theology) to facilitate research. 
However, I think it might have been more Valuable as a UFOs only reference with 
more cross-referencing to specific topics.Ufology is after all a vast subject and 
merely to have a list of 250 UFO books, for example,whilst interesting,is of 
somewhat limited use.But perhaps it will be used as a source for a more detailed 
future issue; wherein some of the ommisions might be oorrected.For example (not 
wishing to be egotistical!) the name Randles does not feature; so my three books 
have been missed.Whilst they may not be the best known on earth it tends to make 
me somewhat suspicious about how complete the rest of the catalogue is.Even so a 
valient effort that will undoubtedly benefit a number of researchers.No price givm.

BOOK OF THE MOMENT : 

THE GREEN STONE By Martin Keatraan & Graham Phillips _ 

Neville Spearman,H/b, 224 pp, 1983,£6.95 

This is one of those books impossible to summarise without creating the 
distinct impression it is a vast nonsense.Indeed, even if you read it (which I 
suggest you should) your credibility horizon will need to be super-elastic.If 
you had difficulty believing the events in Alien Contact , for example, then you 
must be prepared for quite a struggle swallowing this new tale. 

Many of you will know the gist of the early phases of this magical mystery 
tour, through Andy Collins own version of-events (The Sword and the Stone) .But the 
book takes matters well beyond Andy's booklet and tells more of the historical 
background to what appears to have been the psychic treasure hunt of the century. 

To put things in a very small nutshell the story begins in October 1979,when 
psychics and non-psychics (including co-author,psychologist Graham Phillips)began 
to receive impressions that an important t,ask awaited a group in the English 
midlands which involved the discovery of a 'green stone'.These fitted together 
like a jigsaw puzzle and how they followed the clues to the fantastic discovery 
is the main thrust of the book.- 

You may be wondering what this has to do with UFOs!Well they peripherally 
involved and the mythic features of the sword,stone,magio etc, involved here, and 
yet apparantly transformed into 'reality' (if such a word exists anymore - I begin 
to doubt it!) mirror ufology closely.HbWever, more significant still is that all 
the main particpanxs are ufologists (Andy Collins & Martin Keatman especially well 
known to long-time readers of this magazine).And probably the two most central 
figures to the saga are Gaynor Sc Marion Sunderland; this book therefore being a 
sort of sequel to their UFO adventures in Alien Contact. 

I am not intending to here suggest what this all means (i have written an 
introduction to the book itself). But it means something of importance, that 
I think is certain. But read it and form your own opinion - and let m. know. 
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ENTE2TT3 CORDIALS.. .The UFO / OVNI conference in Boulogne 

The world is becoming a smaller place, although we British do at times tend to 
forget it! That there is another thriving community of ufologists a bare twenty 
miles off the Kent coast may not be well appreciated, perhaps because of the lan¬ 
guage barrier (although most French can speak English a darn sight ketter than mod; 
English can speak French!) Nevertheless a quick check of your memory file,through 
names like Michel, Valine, Poher & Chi^rin will instantly prove that these 'froggi«‘ 
have contributed much to our subject; indeed probably as a nation more than anyone 
else.As Paul Devereux keeps reminding me, for example, it was they (and not Persiigcx) 
who really discovered the UFO-fault line connection.And Hilary Evans has often 
chastised us for not being * au fait* regarding the superb French literature on UFCte* 
from writers whose names unjustly mean little in the English speaking world. 

And so M.Evans decided to organise,with French companions, this little excursiai 
over the sea to the fishy port of Boulogne-Sur-Mer . Nine intrepid Britishers made 
the voyage and were heavily outnumbextdby the French, not surprisingly. But the UK 
mob was nicely represent it ive of ufology over here and were introduced in glowing 
terms (in French) (although whether Nigel Watson liked being called,a lone beacon 
in the thirsty desert of north-east England,I'm not sure!).Hilary continued his 
humourous touches with the production of a masterpiece,"Le Spotting d'un UFO" which 
I wish I could reproduce here; it being (in 'Franglais') one of the funniest UFO 
items ever (eg.. .M..."Cet objet.Comme un oval de silver" ; MMe:Je ne le vois pas; 

M. "Regarde-lh MMes C'est un blob sur le wind-screen.) Magic stuff that set 
everyone in the right frame of mind! 

Certainly this was t^o days of fun on a sunny but cold February weekend; a 
chance to break the ice (literally!). Over huge helpings of food and flasks of 
wine the sea-barrier evaporated and everyone enjoyed themselves, Learning a lot 
about one anothers w>rk. But there were more formal presentations too.All we 
British had our turns (some in French, some in English, most in bits of bcthl) 
telling of our work (Harry Harris on regressions, Robin Lindsey on his instrumental 
monitor station for recording UFOs, Shirley Melver on her social questionnaire 
research, Nigel Watson on the UK airship waves of 1909 and 1913* myself on UK 
investigations and so on).And in a none-stop packed programme most of the French 
had a go too (often in pretty good English). Only rarely was the translation beyond 
most of us. 

We heard much about investigations (in France,Belgium & Switzerland); learnt of 
the GEPAN situation, saw that the UFO report decline was acute over there as here, 
and heard much sceptical (but not debunking) talk. For in general they are much 
more cautious about the nature of their ufology. 

At the end of the tw> days we were all exhausted, but happy.They had learnt a 
little of us (although I must take issue with Hilary’s circular on British ufology 
in which he lists five selected regional groups,four of whom were not represented, 
as being the most active...wheras MTJFORA had two members there in the nine British 
and did not get mentioned! Tut, tutj) For our part we had collated opinions about 
the literature over there.I came back with many useful documents; which I will try 
to summarise in future; eg material from the French UFO Federation (a bit like 
NUFON) including an interesting paper on ’agression levels’ within the phenomenon. 

Probably one of the best French language magazines which (if you can read it) 
you may like to get hold of* is called OVNI PRESENCE (About £2 per issue from ABSV 
Suisse,case postale 342, CH l800,Vevey,Switzerland) A 28pp glossy to Northern UFO 
News format^which always has interesting cases and interviews of an advanced kind. 

Finally, I must mention the 'European Working Team'; which is a group of close 
encounter researchers trying to break down the barriers and exchanging artioles,ncfces 
etc (in English) through a newsletter.The team includes myself and Peter Rogerson 
(UK) and elsewhere Ballester-Olmos,Bonabot,Coste,Gamard,Liljegren,0veral,Troadec, 
verga,Bloecher & Basterfield from 7 other countries. More active researchers sire 
needed. Details available from:- Leopold I laan,141, 8000-Brugge, BELGIUM. 

In summation I hope,now we have made a start,this is the first of at least 
annual Anglo-French meetings,since if we next time get down to specifics of cases 
and research there is bound to be much we can learn from one another.

A look at UFOs in the public eye 


This has been a good two months for the phenomenon, although I am not so sure 
whether UFOs are becoming more respectable in scientific terms or whether we as a 
whole are becoming more liberal in what we accept as science. 

Certainly there has been a change for the better at the helm of New Scientist. 
the popular reflector of modern science.Not so long ago I recall the outcry at the 
inclusion of an article by scientists on telepathy.A serious piece on UFOs seemed 
as far off as UTs home planet.But that changed,to a point, when three years ago 
JAmes Oberg's winning entry in the Cutty Sark competition was published. However, 
this was practically totally negative, denying ak7 reality to the UFO phenomenon. 

Peter Warrington and myself have aimed to get a serious UFO article into Hew 
Scientist for a long while and with the signs that began showing late last year 
(pieoes on the Loch Ness Monster,the Dragon Projeot and megalith research being 
featured) we made another attempt and this time succeeded.• The Neglected science 
of UFOs' (Feb 10 1983,pp380-38l) merely ties together some research by scientists 
and makes the plea that there i£ a scientific side that needs exploration;it being 
cross disciplinary to many subjects.The reaction to this article, in terms of offer* 
of help from scientists,has been small but encouraging.However, if you need to 
sollicit the assistance of a scientist you should fish the artiole out of your 
library, photowopy it and send it to him.No longer can he deny that ufology is at 
least partly scientific. The New Scientist said so! 

Another important article for ufologists in this same respected journal came 
in the Jan 6 1983 issue (ppl 2 - 16 )."Hypnosis on Trial" by Gail Vines A Michael 
Barnes takes apart the question of regression hypnosis. Although UFOs are not ment¬ 
ioned (the purpose being the use of hypnosis in law courts to retrieve memories of 
witnesses to crimes) the importance to close enoounter 4 cases is obvious and para 
mount.The whole article must be read by any thinking ufologist; this being a typical 
quote..."prominent psychologists and psychiatrists are alarmed. The very prooess of 
hypnosis, they claim, can create oonvlnwing pseudo-memorieswhich no-one, not even 
the person hypnotised,can distinguish from real ones." Thm overall oenolusion is 
that hynposis should only be used ns a basis to provide clues, and them under very 
strict conditions.lt is a very long way from being the provider of absolute truth. 

Some national paners picked up the New Scientist stories; including the Manchester 
Evening News (Feb 9).Th© Bradford Telegraph A Argus . Jan 19*gave in "Lights in the 
sky are of this earth", beneath the obligatory photo of E7T, a very fine resume 
of the EARTH LIGHTS theory that must have been culled from Paul Devereux's book 
although he gets not a mention in the lengthy article (Heel and Vallee do somehow?) 
Wheras, at the other extreme,a two page glossy artncle in the South Wales Echo 
(Feb 14) "ETA still in doubt" (Get it??) succeeded in displaying the views of its 
author (Dak O'Neill) beautifully, by mentioning everything but reasonable UFO answers. 
And so we got the parade of Patrick Moore being attacked for not believing UFOs to 
be spaceships, Randall Jones-Pugh's 'demons'^the Aetherius Society,and Peter Paget's 
underground bases; he being the "acknowledged Anglo-American expert on the para¬ 
normal" (Oh yeh!) The Sunderland family got a garbled mention, but of course no word 


about the more mundane theories in Alien Contact ; their stories being used to prove 
some peculiar hyputhesis about goblins from outer space! (i think!) 

So perhaps not all has changed after all.,

IH is a former investigator and. police cadet, novj a security officer.His visual 
expertise is considered above average by the investigation group (UPO Research 
Midlands).The witness went to the Hill immediately after the event tat was turned 
away by an army landrover and 4 soldiers.• .What were they hiding?.. (.See over)

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UPDATE ON RENDLESHAM FOREST 

Whatever happened at Rendleshan Forest,Suffolk,in late December 1980,it is for 
certain one of this countries biggest ever UPO mysteries.I am well aware that not a 
few serious investigators are willing to dismiss the tale almost out of hand because 
of its fantastic overtones.But the volume of evidence that points towards something 
having occurred is to ray mind very difficult to refute.The alleged story of a UPO 
crash in these woods beside the USAF base at Woodbridge is not merely reliant on the 
continued valiant investigative efforts of Dot Street and Brenda Butler locally?for 
the radar side of the story and one American supportative witness came forward fully 
independant of their sterling investigations.MUFORA member (and lawyer) Harry Harris 
hag also spoken to one of Brenda and Dot's principal witnesses. 

I will not reitterate the story here? readers being refered to the NUFON Case 
History (Jan 1982)>republished in FSR Vol 27 No 6, or ray article on the affair in 
The Unexplained , or indeed Dot's article for BUFORA Bulletin.I am here concerned wi^h 
updating a few points from work that has occurred over the past year, and in some 
senses arisen out of this publicity.Brenda and Dot have again born the main brunt. 

Their principle efforts have been directed towards trying to find the fanner, who 
it was said had neen the UFO come down in the woods and had reported this to the USF 
base.If you recall two men wearing dark suits (taken to be government officials) had 
visited local farmers a couple of days after the incident making enquiries about it. 
Brenda and Dot have done much interviewing of farm folk in the area, several of whom 
were aware of the 'aircrash* and all of whom guided them in the same direction.The 
name of the farmer allegedly involved was given as Mr S.(l have this name on file). 

Dot called Mr S and ha£ a conversation about the event, in which he confirmed thi 
the story was basically true "but I don’t remember all what happened, but I can tell 
you bits of it.” He was most concerned about his cattle, he said,who were badly dis¬ 
turbed by the passage of the object.He was not sure whether it was the noise of the 
object or the brilliant lighting (both unusual) which had led to the upset.Dot,feeliuj 
no doubt very relieved to have found this civilian witness at last,asked for an app¬ 
ointment and was proraissed a return call.There then followed several days of 'run¬ 
around' during which Dot and Brenda spoke to the family (but principally the fann 
secretary) several times being proraissed a return call but never getting it. Eventual^ 
Captain S, the father and farm manager,was spoken to.He refused any cooperation, toll 
"them (abruptly) to go away,and said that he and his family knew nothing of the event 
He persisted in this even when it was pointed .out that the farmer,his son,had already 
fully confirmed the story. 

From investigations it turned out that Captain S was a quite well-to-do man in tie 
community and a councillor.He had a reputation for being an awkward so-and-so.However 
most unwilling to let this go,Brenda and Dot f went to the farm some days later (July 
28 1982) where they were given the runabout again by the secretary but happened to 
Overhear a voice that was evidently Captain 3. So they approached him,whereupon he 
continually told them to go away saying repeatedly "I don't want any more to do with 
it" whilst also denying any knowledge both for himself and his faraily.lt was the 
definite impression of the investigators that this man did know of the incident. 

Following the P3R article there has beeri considerable interest in the case from 
the American media, although none at all from Britain! I personally have dealt with 
calls from a journal in Florida,one in New York and a TV programme in Los Angeles. 
Brenda and Dot have spoken with them too,but we have all been unwilling to cooperate 
too far on a one-way basis.Even so we did obtain the addresses of two people who 
were on the base in December 1980,who supoosedly knew of the affair bux wno have now

returned to the USA.One of the American journalists succeeded in speaking with one 
of these persons.His name was 'unusual hut he claimed there were two people on the 
base at the time with the same name and be was the wrong one! 

In February 1983 OMNI,the popular science monthly, published an article on the 
Rendlesham affair based on my FSR article and interviews with Brenda and Dot.This 
was due to appear in Britain in mid-March.This prompted several calls to Brenda and 
Dot from US journalists one of whom claimed he had been approached by a certain TC 
(i have the name) who was an officer on the base in December 1980 but was now in the 
USA.He affirmed all the principle details and that contact had occurred with the 
aliens.As I write investigations, via thr USA, are still going on,but it has been 
affirmed that the individual (TC) was on the base at the time. 

Other work has centred on the investigation of the 'aircrash' theory.lt should be 

noted that about the same time as The Unexplained published my article on Rendlesham 
a series on the Cash-Lundrora case from the USA was carried.This concerns two women 
burnt by radiation emitted by a UFO in formation with Chinook helioopters, and so 
presumed to be a secret weapon.A lawsuit against the US government for damages is 
being fought (although the existence of the device is being denied).This case seems 
to have occurred on the same day in 1980 that the Rendlesham crash took place! 

Early in 1983 Dot was approached by a Forestry commission worker who said that tie 

incident (which he placed as Summer 1981) had involved a top secret helicopter 
caerying infra-red equipment.This had gone out of control,burnt part of the forest, 
and so led to the trees being destroyed.This new explanation was put to the officer 
who had first leaked the story to Brenda Butler in December 1980.He seemed shocked 
at the fact we knew of this secret helioopter,affirmed its existence and the incideri; 
(in late Summer 1981) but was adamant that the December 1980 case involved a UFO and 
entities,not a helicopter. 

And so,we stand back where we st arted,and in need of some assistance from our US 
colleagues; who are now to be consulted.The hunt goes on!

THE PAUL BHJN5FT STORT... ( 2 ) Surrounded by Strange Forces 

Continuing the investigation of this Yorkshire contactee, by Nigel Mortimer. 

"I don't know what all these bizarre creatures are,which are appearing everywhere... 

I think the ufonaughts are having me watched!i!" July 1982 letter from Paul Bennett 

In early Spring 1979 Paul Bennett ventured from his home onto the very edge of 
Ilkley Moor.He was alone,but alert,as he gazed upon the evening beauty of the York¬ 
shire countryside.A thin velvet white covering of snow lay crisp beneath his tramp¬ 
ing feet.A few yards before him a couple of small rabbits were moving in the heathen 
Watching them,he sat on a small cairn (dated to the Stone Age) which is known as 
• Spy-ffl.ll* .Nothing moved now except the occasional gust of wind against the moorland 

From the corner of Paul's eye he saw what he first took to be a 'light', very small > 
almost a pin-point.Yet it looked close.He looked across the marsh below and just a 
couple of hdhdred yards away he saw "two small and very beautiful lighted spheres 
rise up and out of the marsh,travelling a few metres over the low skyline,and then 
just seconds later,quietly and gently 'disolved' back into the ground once again!" 
(Paul Devereux please take note!) 

Paul Bennett's description of his moorland sighting reads like a fairy-tale.But t> 
him it is unquestionable reality.He claims to have seen all sorts of inexplicable 
things which,no matter how fantastic they might appear,were true.Ifcit does he 'see' 
anything at all? Paul's views about the UFO world are quite a mixture, being formed 
from Keel's superspectrum,Vailee*s Magonia,Trench's hollow earth and Mitchell's view 
over Atlantis! But he says these ideas stem from research and exoerience not from 
idle speculation. 

He regards UFOs as only a very small part (though an important one) of a range of 
enigmas covering ghosts,alien animals,earth mysteries,fairies etc.He regards them all 
as intrusions from another void that has been alongside us since the beginning of 
time..."I have one specific opinion of the supernatural world.I have found that the* 
appear to be two forces involved in this vastly complex 'reality'... the GOOD (that 
being GOD,as man has titled him) and the EVIL (Satan).I now believe that we are undo* 
the influence of 'forms' from beyond the physical realm of man and I do believe that

we can actually 'find them' on our physical plane; in the shapes of UFOs,elementals 
etc.The line between Ufology and the occult seems to be getting thinner and thinner." 

It seems that these views are deeply rooted in Paul, but why? Even at school he 
began to reject basic religious teachings and insisted upon looking for deeper meaniig 
within the Bible.More than once he received reprimands from his Religious Edncation 
teacher for dabbling with the occult. 

It seems that most of his family had some kind of strange encounter or odd happ¬ 
ening, but they tended to be somewhat more reserved.He claims his family are desoendd. 
from true Romany stock and that his grandmother was a gypsy.He claims his Great-Grari. 
mother was so'’tuned-in" to the other world that she actually met Jesus Cnristl His 
Grandfather even labelled Paul 'the second coming* l Although Paul recognises he tenth 
to go to extremes at times!But his grandfether does claim lifelong sightings of LITS. 
Both Paul's brothers also claim encounters with 'True UFOs*. 

It might appear that Paul could well be influencing himself and all those around 
him but he emphatically denies this..."I wasn't brought up under the influence of tl» 
occult, by thera(his parents).. .indeed,until I was eight years old I too flatly rejected 
the ideas of the way-out and absurd.My entire attitude towards the entire phenomenon 
has 'grown up' alongside ME..." 

Paul regards it important that the area in which he lives (with all its 'ley' pl®e 
names) is a 'window* to this other world.He calls it the 'Metro Triangle*.It seems "b 
centre on Ilkley Moor, he believes.He concludes..."I consider myself as nothing more 
than an individual, and a ufologist, who is searching for an answer to the problem, 
but at the same time I realise that there is another 'life' in this Metro Triangle." 

(Paul's odd story was first told in 1978,the** earLj childhood events first 
occurred, by Nigel Watson;both in this magazine and more psychologically in Magonia 
Paul is now 19 but his experiences still go on.Nigel Mortimer will continue to wri'te 
them up for us,including a recent illuminating 'contact' experience!. • .JR)

The witness is a retired lady living on the Lancashire coast who was 57 at the time 
and living in a village near this Durham town (famous for the classic car and motor¬ 
cycle stop case in June 1977)-She was out at this hour on what was a beautiful moonlit: 
night because her dog fancied some air.He had returned in and she w^s about to foll<v 
when a large ball appeared in the sky and proceeded along the valley from nauth to 
north.lt was not high, but was very cl ear. The colour was orange (that of a cape 
gooseberry!) Just before it vanished she was sure it 'dipped* in flight.This flight 
was directed,in her view.At first she estimated the duration as a few seconds,making 
a fireball meteor highly probable.But in filling out an R1 form she changed this to 
two minutes.Of course,orange balls of fire are common UFO archetypes, especially in 
the Pennines, and so we may treat the meteor explanation as somewhat provisional.

Michael Brett,a 26 year old bricklayer, had gone for a take-away at his local 
Curry House on Manchester Road, near Wyke (scene of many encounters during a 1981 
flap reported in Case Histories,April 1982 ).Unfortunately,back at the bus-stop he 
realised as he glanced at his watch that the bus had gone.Whilst deciding what to 

do he saw, in the southei* sky above the hills,a very 
strange object.This moved steadily westwards and passtf 
below the postulated hill-line,from 30 degrees elevation 
to zero in about 30 seconds.lt made no sound.The obj¬ 
ect was oval shaped with a solid centre but surrounded 
by an aura or glow that tapered out into the sky ar¬ 
ound it.As it moved out of view this aura changed from 
_ orange to red.The edges of the oval tapered also, 
giving a 'classic flying saucer shape' to the image.Apparant size was that of a two¬ 
pence piece at arms length.After the sighting he rushed back to the Curry House,from 
where he ordered a taxi.Here he told of his experience and found a man and his girl¬ 
friend on the Space Invaders machine! They said they had seen it too and had almost 
lost control of their car in utter amazement.Nigel discovered that NATO hart a major 
exercise on that night,but they claimed to have no aircraft in that area at the tim* 
Leeds/Brndford airport closes at 22.00.A brilliant fireball meteor appeared in the 
south the following night which may, or may not, be relevant.

THE GREAT MIDLANDS FIREBALL...A UFO Research Midlands case which shows how the 

ufologist can do serious work even with an IFO. 

On July 30 1981 9 at about 22.45»a spectacular fireball meteor passed across Britain. 
It was seen from many parts (sightings existing from the north-west and Kent) but tie 
best viewing conditions were in the East Midlands where the local media carried a 
number of accounts.Whilst suspecting a fireball explanation the local investigative 
groups (later to fora UFORM) appealed for and collated data,recognising it might be 
of scientific value.This paid off and 37 separate reports have been placed on file 
in papery by John Barden & David Clarke.A couple of these,widely separate in time 
from the known appearancejinay be isolated meteor events.The majority,fairly accurately 
reflect the passage of the object (a greenish cone followed by a yellowy plume of 
light,visible for perhaps 10 seconds).Some serious errors did occur,although isolate^ 
eg one woman who reported otherwise well said the meteor was in view four minutes! 
Mark Brown also investigated a case where a fire was said to have been caused by 
sparks from the UFO.The Fire Brigade investigation found the real cause.But mosx

interesting was a report (drawn up by Mark Brown) of the investigation by he,John 
Barden & Graham Hall of an impact crater found a few days after the fireball in 
Coventry.The couple who found it had returned from holiday to see their garden 
cabb ge patch decimated by it.Slight radiation traces were recorded in the crater 
during a very thorough site analysis and one of two heavy metallic samples removed 
from a dozen inches depth gave a reading on a metal detector.Impressed by their 
scientific endeavours the Geology Department of Leicester University were highly 
cooperative. Their study of the samp 1 ® proved them not to be meteoritic, but (they 
guessed) road metal.How they impacted into the garden remains a total mystery. 

This is a model scientific enquiry,and the production of data on a multi-witness 
identified sighting is in fact very useful as a cross-check of normal witness 
perceptions in an abnormal situation.For my forthcoming book UFO REALITY I did a 
study of 100 NUFON reports (largely collected by NLUFOIG) of the December 31 1978 
satellite re-entry.The results (as you will see) were instructive. I intend to do 
a further study of this fireball data to act as a comparison. 

AN IRISH TALE 

This account arrived annonymously from a correspondant (clearly a young man with a 
panache for reading comic bookstand a regular subscriber to The Unexplained and The 
Movie).The post address was Co.Tyrone and from the account it is evident he also 
lives near the borden.He did not leave an address and so his story stands or falls 
by the information he passed on through his letter; but this was very detailed and 
included R1 forms and several sketches.Here,for what it is worth, is his story. 

(1) February 4 1982 ... After watching the movie Halloween on TV he fell asleep 
easily but awake to hear a strange noise ("like a saw sawing thin card") and noted 
the bedroom was different (slightly distorted)(a typioal first stage OOBE feeling). 
Deciding he was dreaming he fell back asleep but re awoke a while later and saw a 
shadowy figure in the corner of the room. As he tried to rise to view it he found he 
was paralysed.But with effort he did 
press himself up,terrified,and saw a 
male figure,dark,small,without a neck 
and yet with long hair.This came to¬ 
wards him and turned sideways expos¬ 
ing two large faceted eyes which wi¬ 
dened and closed and had a black key 
hole pupil.lt made a breathing sound 
like a cat purring.One hand was pointed towards him and as the being moved this 
away the paralysis began to fade.The entity blended into the wall and vanished. 

At this the room brightened and became normal.He recovered use of his limbs in a 
few minutes and found the time was 07 - 55 * 

( 2 ) April 10 1982 ...At 11.45 pm he decided to attend Midnight mass.It was a cleaf, 
starry night.Looking at the sky (for UFOs!) Ke saw a 'planet' and above that a 
series of flashing red,white & yellow lights.Below these was a large,but faint,red 
light.silhouetted against which was the outline of two 'humanoids* (one large,one 
small).The object appeared tp be rotating and moved across the sky in a jerky path, 
taking five minutes to vanish. At the base was a lark egg shape.There was no sound 
and he is positive this was a spaceship.Earlier he had obtained and read the issue 
of The Unexplained about the Maier 'hoax' photos and kept wondering if this was one 
of the Plaeidean spaceships. A few days later he saw it again on top of a mountain. 
Below was a large red patch in front of which a giant humanoid passed,raising a 
sail! It was so far away that to be seen the figure must have been gigantic! 

(3) April 20 1 98 2. ..If the foregoing was not enough then the last encounter (which 
he claims was the most scary)will convince you this ohap has strange fantasiew.He 
claims he awoke between 03-00 and 05-00 to a 'silent scneam that was very loud but 
not there...you know 1 (i don't!) There were two aliens this time;a small one (stood 
on his bed) and a 'big lumpy one' that had his head in the witnesses mouth (whioh 
had somehow grown very large). They were chatting to one another in a sound like 
ringing bells.He tried to talk-,but no words came ont and he was paralysed again. 
Pointing to his dressing table he thought the word 'Camera' over and over but the 
obviously shy alien shook his head.The witness apologises for not taking a picture! 
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The wit mess does mot seem to know how this last enoounltor ended.These events sound 
rather like dreams or hypnagogic hallucination*, hut needed mentioning in view of 
their UFO context .He adds,"Normally I'd put these down to a dream but after what 
happened to ■« I believe these things really happened.In faot I know they did."

This account will he a necessarily very oomdemsed description of a oomplex case 
with which ^st Hidlamde investigators have grappled for four years*This is because 
of the mass of testimony to indicate that something,not immediately identifiable, 
was present|plus the existence of movie-film dearly supporting the event.The oase 
naturally justified suoh efforts and resulted in an 83pp oase report. 

Introduction 

. ... The media in Leicestershire made many mentions of this event between 

Ootober 24 and Nov e mbe r 3 end the looal groups at the time made considerable efforts 
te ftllov-vp the witnesses before memory and this publioity oould interfere. All 
verbal and written testimony was collated with 10 daysfmost within 5 days. Alltogethc 
earns 67 Independently reported sightings oooorred between. 18.00 and 23*46 on Ootobv 
23 1978) 55 within the period 18*30 to 19*00*They span an area of 425 square miles 
from Nuneaton to Vhitviok and Burton-on-Trent to Kibworth.But most are in either 
Leioester itself or the Einokley/Numeaton area*Despite efforts to discover them,no 
reports were made in neighbouring oounties of Nottinghamshire A Lincolnshire .And so 
the stimulus for this imoident was olearly very looal* In June 1981 a fellow-up 
questionnaire was sent to 55 prinoipal witnesses to gunge their memory three years 
uu35 replied,indicating the effect the sighting still had (normal questionnaire 
impnm rates are anhik lower than this) Almost all doaorihod the imoident in very 
■dollar terms to their statements made within days of the event.

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With suoh a wealth of data one of the prinoipal concerns of the 
investigators was to aeoertain whether one or wore object was involved. Some of the 
126 witnesses fron whom data was collected were olearly in error about the time. ^it 

it is hard to inagime that they all were .From a ve^jr 
detailed analysis of locations,observed directions 
eto (which takes up several pages in the report) it 
was generally agreed that the principal object (one 
only) moved very slowly across the area in a SSE to 
NNW path around 18.45$ although as several of the 
alleged durations imdioate visibility for 10 minute 
or more the whole span of 18.30 to 19*00 could 
reflect accurate times dependant on whether the wit¬ 
ness was north or south along the projected route. 
The fact that witnesses saw the objeot over a very 
large area might at first tend to suggest that the 
objeot was very high*I* faot this oan conclusively be shown not to be so. The cloud 

that might warn 2500 fewtfwhioh tallies well with the statistically estimated 
height of 2000 feet (from witness data).The prominenoe of the object is regarded as 
a piwdnct of (a) its unusually brilliant lights and (b) its large size at low height. 
The later sightings are almost all in the Leioester area, to the east of the above 
projected flightpath. As these witnesses oould not have had a good view of the main 
UNO it is regarded that these events (which are mostly of assorted lights) were 
nisidentifications (eg of light planes) dragged into the data by the extensive media 
coverage for the primary event. The projected flightpath of the UFO is shown above. 
As virtually all the witnesses refered to slow speeds,many to hoverings etc,the 
object would appear to have been travelling rather slowly ..This matches the facts as 
statistically oalwulable and a projected speed of just over 100 MPH seems in order.

j?? "I noticed three white lights travelling towards me.I thought 
at first it was an aeroplane going to land at Castle Donnington with landing lights 
on.As it got nearer the lights got very bright and formed a trian^.e.This in itself 
seamed an unusu a l formation.I slowed down to view it more safely and realised there 
were no other lights as on normal aircraft...as it got closer...I could see the ehaje 
as a black silhouette.lt was like a Vulcan bomber,triangular and with a light on 
each point and large. The other strange thing was that I heard no noise at all.After 
it passed the lights were no longer visible...I have never seen the like before and 
that includes three years in the RAF when I saw aircraft night and day." 

This description,from a witness almost underneath the flightpath near Cosby, is 
as close to the archetype as we can get from synwthising all reports.The main features 
recur again and again in them. Very occasionally a soft sound (humming,whining etc) ms 
heard.Also other lights (especially a greenish/blue one) were commonly seen on the 
underside.There was virtually no exaggeration of an extreme kind and most witnesses 
seem to have faithfully reported the same thing.Only one case of close encounter 
effects from the primary object (that of a dog "whining and barking furiously" as 
the object passed over and stopping when it had gone) was collected.The Vulcan theo^ 
was proposed by many at first;Vulcans being seen in the area not infrequently.Indeed 
one witness called Bifceswell (where one local Vulcan originates) immediately the 
object had gone. He was told their Vulcan was not up. And if it was they would hear i'b 
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Photographic Evidence 


.*.* With so many witnesses to a prominent UFO,visible for many 

minutes and moving slowly,it is not surprising that several photographic efforts 
werv made.Three separate films were obtained and processed by investigators. All 
contained at least one clear shot of the UFO.Unfortunately none of these came out; 
which is hardly unexpected since they were all 100 ASA daylight film in poor cameras. 

However,one witness was successful.He was in the grounds of a school at Burbage 
(under the proponed flightpath) He belongs to a group which includes his wife,9ome 
children and the deputy headmaster (who teaches astronomy)• It being in view 7 minutm 
Mr E had time to collect his Cine camera (a Bell & Howell type 674x1 with an FI.3 
8.5mm zoom) It contained daylight film,with an orange filter in place,and using this 
hand held at full zoom (24mm) he used up the last 30 seconds.The processed results, 
whilst inevitably faint,do show the object very cl early. For the first eight seconds 
only a yellow-white mass is visible,but this seems to approach the camera and then 
separate into thmee lights in a triangle.These continue to advance for 15 seoonds 
and then the leading light (upper in the triangle) suddenly extinguishes,leaving the 
two base lights to approach for the seven seconds or so until film runs out. 

The movie film is thus in excellent agreement with the witness testimony. 

• All civil airports ruled out the possibility of a solution 

and both Castle Donnington and Birmingham said their radar detected nothing unusual* 
The low height,lack of sound*and absence of navigation lights seems to rule out any 
form of lightplane,as does the excessive size very widely testified to by witnesses. 

Obviously the Vulcan possibility was very thoroughly examined.None of the air 
bases operating Vulcans admitted to having one in flight and it was said that such 
flights over populated areas were not allowed.The Senior Air Traffic Controller at 
East Midlands airport (towards which the UFO was headimgl) was very helpful and quifc 
puzzled.For him October 23 was a auiet night and no military manouevers were reported 
(as they would have to have been).He is also adamant that as the height have been 

below 2500 feet there is no way a Vulcan (even fully throttled back) could be 
inaudible.lt v*)uld have been heard above a TV set indoors.Checks on Vulcan lighting 
systems also do not agree with witness testimony. So the Vulcan theory semss unlikely 

All other hypothesis (space debris,airships,balloons) have been fully checked 
proved negative.Something was there that night,and it is captured on movie-film.At 
the present moment enn only be a cjenuine c>n Known- 
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As promised in the editorial here are extracts from the letter received from the 
British KCD on 20 Jan 19S3-.."We are currently discussing the mechanics of nrint- 
ing and distributing the reports and once agreement is reached on those aspects it 
will of course take a little while before we can assemble all the material in a fom

(2) The MOD does not deny that there are strange things to see in the sky.It believ® 
however that there are adeouate material explanations for these...It certainly has 
no evidence that alien spacecraft have landed on this planet. 

(3) ln resuonse to demands for publication of UFO reports Viscount Long said that hw 
saw no objection to these reports being made public. 


We must wait aniff see.... Meanwhile, over in France, GliPAN (the world's only funded 
UPO tea^i) is being internally reorganised and transfered elsewhere. International 
cooperation in UPO research is also being sought.That•s the story in Prance,where 
the move is seen as political by the Mitterrand governraent.lt does conveniently tie 
in with all the other moves around the world and follows the curious statements and 
moves of Guerin,Esterle et al.I ara less sure that the Sunday Times (who never did 
announce the formation of G5P AN, along with other British press,but who axe quick to 
comment on its apparent demise) have it quite right in their Peb 20 1983 issue when 
they s 3 y... "FLYING SAUCERS SOUGHT NO MORE...In an amusing display of scepticism aboifc 
extra-terrestrial life the Mitterrand government has decided to close a unique re¬ 
search establishment...But it has encountered unexpectedly stiff opposition from sane 
scientists...The government...says the idea was an expensive folly...The centre's 
raort noteworthy success was in exposing two hc®es (sic) who claimed, .that they had 
been 'kidnapped' and held for several days in a spaceship.The exposure took two 
years.” One wonders what the Times might call Guerin's PSR statement,or Poher's 
statistics, or make of the fact that they have never claimed UPOs to be a product 
of extra-terrestrial life, buc op. eorch-basrd .pteilt . 

It will be interesting to see what (if anything) these former GEPAN scientists have 
to say in the UPO literature. Kethinks that the Times are a little hasty!
